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BRITISH POLICY 
Feb, 6. 

About a month ago a report 
from Geneva alleged that Great 
Britain and France had a seeret 
nderstanding with Japan, This 
dea was enthueiastically dis- 
‘cussed here by critics anxious to 
fortify their chronic disbelief 
in the good faith and, in this 
matter, the commonsense of 
British statesmen. Then if be-| 
came known, again through 
Geneva, that a good fairy on the 
other side of the Atlantic had 
used the magic wand of the 
crelitor to, compel two demon 
debtors to abate their excessively 
provJapanese tendencies. On the 
basis of those theses consider- 
able sound and fury generated in 
the Chinese press. Great Britain 
‘was regarded as’ the main cul- 
prit; France, for some reason oF 
‘other, being’ permitted to hover 
in the background of a grey 
nocence. In due course White-| 
hall became aware of this curi- 
‘ous development which had been 
‘assisted by precipitate pessimism. 
over the cabled versions of Sir 
John Simon's speech to the As- 
sembly of the League of Nations. 
Deyials have been issued to deal 
‘with the specific points raised. 
‘They appear to have been accept 
ed but the resources of some 
critics are inexhaustible. Al-| 
though these reports were pre-| 
posterously untrue, as must have 
been perfectly well known to 
thelr original fabricators, the 
mere fact that Great Britain has 
taken the trouble to deny them 
is held by one ingenious journal 
to give clear proof of the British 
Government's consciousness of, 
stiflability of, its own 
After that it is not 
surprising to fing that the Brit- 
igh Government is exhorted to 
‘change its policy at Geneva in- 
stead of issuing “ambiguous 
denials”. In brief, it is useless 
for Great Britain to dispute in- 
‘Accurate interpretations of her 
attitude; she should rather con- 
firm the truth of the inaccuracy 
by changing that attitude. Dis 
cussion in’ such an atmosphere 
is patently in need of a whole- 
some blast of good-tempered 
ridieule, 

Whether this press campaign 
is inspired by some school of 
political thought which desires 
to make ready a smoke-sereen to 
cover a possible future develop- 
ment; whether malice or stupi- 
ity “has the greater respor 
sibility for it, it seems unneces 
sary to speculate. Great Britain 
has no cause for self-reproach in 
‘observance of the obligations of 
her friendship with China and 
Japan at this time of their 
estrangement. She has equally 
no cauise for apology on behalf 
of the League which has had 
from her such full support, Lofty 
eriticism of the moral defects of 
Geneva is not impressive. ‘The 
League has provided four-fifths 
of the world—including the two 
chief disputants—with machin- 
ety to deal with the Manchurian 
problem on the basis of peaceful 
Giscussion without extension of 
the scope of hostilities to other 
Powers. On that ground alone, 
Aifldence in criticising the 
League and, in particular, Great 
Britain's support of the League 
should be observed. When

Tine that the League has done 
nothing for her, she is being 
asked to forget the plain implica. 
tions of the course of events 
Geneva, of the remarkable 
labours’ which produced the 
Lytton Report and of the appear- 
‘ance at Geneva of a Japanese 
delegation seeking to state the 
Japanese case in answer to the 
Chinese Appeal. As this journal 
Pointed out. the other day, the 
organisition for peace cannot be 
expected to be perfect in action 
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‘any more than an organisation 
for war. Yet the so-called 
dilatoriness of the League has 
undoubtedly acted as a lightning 
conductor. Once again it must 
be emphasised that the dynamic 
nature of the situation prevented 
action which, at any given stage, 
could check the course of events. 
If the Japanese were to take 
Jehol before or after the 
League's decision were announc- 
ed, the actual significance of the 
chronology of the two events 
might be negligible; just as the 
formal recognition of Manchu- 
kuo between the signature and 
publication of the Lytton Report 
made no difference whatever to 
the validity of that document. 

A section of Chinese opinion 
while refusing to endorse the| 
fantastic inventions referred to 
above, is genuinely puzzled over 
British policy. This feeling has| 
been only partially allayed by 
perusal of the full version of Sir| 
John Simon’s speech. Chinese 
critics, jealous for the mainten- 
ance of sound Sino-British rela- 
tions, to which so much valuable 
work has been contributed in the 
last five years, feel that Brit- 
ish pronouncements—allied too 
‘closely, perhaps, in the Chinese 
mind, with certain ourings in 
the London “popular” press— 
have flattered Japanese and dis- 
counted Chinese claims.

Hsiang, the head of the six-army 
coalition against General Liu 
Wenhui. In spite of his heavy 
losses, General Liu Wen-hui was 
credited with an intention to 
raise a new army for effecting a 
recapture of Chengtu which, by 
the tacit understanding previous-| 
ly existing between him and his 
nephew, General Liu Hsiang, had. 
been regarded as his domain, 
Chungking being the headquar- 
ters of General Liu Hsiang. Per- 
turbation having been causeg by 
this threat of a new civil war 
in Stechuen, remonstrances were 
promptly addressed to General 
Liu Wen-hui. General Chang 
‘Chun was deputed by the Gov- 
ernment to make peace. There 
could have been no illusions re- 
garding Szechuen. ‘That pro- 
vince has been so used to civil 
war that, of itself, the mere sug- 
gestion that a further stage in 
‘the struggle between the seven 
warlords was about to begin 
would evoke no special comment. 
It was recognised, no doubt, that 
Szechuen has its own methods in 
these matters. Thus, in the be- 
ginning of December when the 
forces of General Liu Wenhai 
were evacuating Chengtu after 
heavy fighting, under a threat of 
further aerial bombing from 
General Lin Hsiang of Chung- 
king, the “allied” leaders, nomin— 
ally’ operating under Gener 

Liu Hsiang’s command, actually 
‘came to an agreement which per- 
mitted the defeated General to 
take the remnant of his Army 
(less one brigade as the soldiers 
say) for the purpose of having 
another engagement with his 
nephew's troops. Meanwhile, to 
ensure some representation’ of 
his interests in Chengtu, the 
‘aforementioned brigade, ' com- 
manded by an estimably courage- 
ous General whose sinister re- 
putation as an ex-bandit was 
more than matched by that of 
the men under his charge, was 
allowed to remain in the efty. 























Yet, such is the curious sus- 
ceptibility of Szechuen to the 
mingling of reality with fantasy, 
this procedure was not taken to 
imply anj ch of faith with 
General Liu Hsiang on the part 
of his ostensible allics. General 
ju Wen-hui's declared intention 
to stage a “come back” was met 
by an appeal from Nanking. It 
was then changed into announce- 
ment of his readiness to proceed 
with his troops to the North in 
jorder to fight the Japanese, He 
was advised to remain where he 
was and General Chang Chun 
was deputed to the mission al- 
ready noted. ‘That did not com- 
plete the tale of perplexing vicis- 
situdes. Suddenly it was re 
jed that General Liu Wen-hai had 
returned to Chengtu and that he 
actually had gained definite mili- 
tary successes in recovering Kia_ 
ing, Kienwei, Jenshow and 
Kienchow. By the middie of 
January the December position. 
had been completely changed. A 
talemate once more existed. 
|General Liu Wen-hui’s request to 
be allowed to return to Chengtu 
to look after his property was 
favourably received, owing ap- 
parently to the knowledge that 
he was again in command of 
funds and some good shock 
troops. It was felt that fighting 
should be avoided. So General 
Liu Wen-hui's request was gran 
ed. A sensible provision was 
however made for the unification 
of the command of the troops of 
the three armies in Chengtu un- 
der General Hsiang Yoh-ren, a 
man in whom the public had 
special confidence and, incident- 
ally, a former subordinate of 
General Liu Wen-hui. Yesterday 
in a despatch dated January 18, 
‘the Chengtu correspondent of 
this journal summed up the 
position at that date thus:

During the fighting of 
November in Chengtu and Lu- 
chow foreigners suffered heavy 
losses in respect of the looting 
of their property and damage to 
their residences. The disquict- 
ing information that the regular 
troops in Chengtu are believed 
fo contain an appreciable num- 
ber of sympathisers with the 
communist creed gains added 
significance now that Paoning 
hag fallen to the Reds and thus 
a large Red army is within less 
than 200 miles of Chengtu, The 
despatch published yesterday 
showed that, in the middle of 
January, residents in Chengtu 
were comforting themselves with 
the “promise of a month or more 
‘of peace”. This modest hope 
suficiently: indicated how inured 
is the province to internecine 
warfare, mitigated though the 
experience may be by the fre 
quent abandonment of the armed 
for the cash argument.

Its chief ‘im- 
pottance perhaps has consisted 
In ‘depriving one of China's 
richest provinces from contribut- 
ing substantially to the rehabil- 
itation of the country as a whole, 
ff the Red menace develops as 
seriously as is apparently appre- 
hended, the issue cannot be re- 
garded with the detachment hit- 
herto prevailing.

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A POSTAL PROBLEM ' 
Feb, 3. 

‘The delivery on Monday of 
letters from London dated 
January 10, (although up to that 
time the latest date of any 
London letter previously deliver: 
ed was December 81 or, possibly, 
January 1) has suggested that 
some kind of restoration of com- 
munications has occurred on the 
overland route. According to a 
statement just issued by the 
International Postal Union at 
Berne, the European mails 
brought to Shanghai by the 
Chinese Eastern Railway and 
South Manchuria Railway are 
carried by the Siberian Rail- 
way through Viadivostock. 
If the mail of January 10,

thought that the recent successes 
of the Japanese army in Man- 
churia had enabled the full mail 
service on the Chinese Eastern 
and South Manchuria Railways 
to be re-established. ‘The state- 
ment issued from Berne sugrests 
that this condition has been 
reached but, at present, it mere- 
ly enables the European mails 
for Japan, Hongkong, Manila 
and Manchukuo to be carried on 
the two Manchurian railways 
named. The mails for China 
and therefore for Shanghai have 
still to be carried on the Siberian 
Railway to Viadivostock. ‘This 18 
due to the inability of the Inter- 
national Postal Union to accord 
its membership to the State of

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JAPAN’S DOUBTS 





Out of a confused situation at 
Geneva it seems almost cortain 
that, unless an  eleventh-hour 
miracle occurs, the Committee of 
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Nineteen will not be able to pro. 
pose to the Assembly a céncilia- 
tory motion for the settlement of 
the Sino-Japanese issue. Con- 
ciliation will have to come later | 
when the two disputants have 
made a closer and, perhaps, 
direct approach the one to the 
other. The Assembly, therefore, 
may charge its reference by 
reporting under Article XV of 
the Covenant, ‘This report will 
‘ontain a statement of the facts 
ind recommendations. It may 
eventually become a report of 
the Council and it need not be 
endorsed by the parties to -the 
dispute. In the present circum- 
stances it may be expected to 
contain a firm reassertion of the 
principles of the Covenant. It 
}will necessarily leave the Man- 
churian issue to be determined 
jin the fullest sense of the term 
when the attitudes of the two 
principals have undergone fur- 
ther modification. As this de- 
velopment approaches it is satis- 
factory to note that Japanese 
opinion less inclined to take 
‘the extreme view of its implica-| 
tions. In other words Tokyo is 
actively canvassing the opinion

‘Those who, friends of the two 
countries involved in this dis- 
pute, have endeavoured to find 
‘a way to conciliation, have been 
consistently hampered by Japan. 
ese interpretations placed in 
‘advance on proposals still in the 
Process of formulation. Thus, 
during the investigations by the 
Lytton Commission, Japanese 
spokesmen were all too alert in 
asserting that this or that 
‘course of inquiry would be re- 
garded as hostile to Japan and 
make her break with the Lea 
‘The threat of sanctions whi 
could have been considered by 
responsible statesmen only for 
the purpose of exposing its im-| 
practicability was constantly re- 
ferred to in Japan as if it were 
in imminent danger of being 
applied. Moreover Japan, with 
her eyes open, took several steps | 
designed patently to create a 
position, withdrawal from which | 
would be, to all intents and pur- 
‘poses, impossible. The device of 
Presenting to the world a 
accompli may be acceptable with- 
in certain limits. Japanese; 
statesmen have surely to 
themselves whether 
not been inclined to pls 
excessive strain upon its powers 
of persuasion. Even now it is 
far from clear that the formal 
recognition of Manchukuo before 
‘the Lytton Report had been pre- 
sented at Geneva can be justified 
by any valid claim of urgency. It 
is reasonable to contend that| 
courtesy | alone might have; 
dictated the maintenance of the 
transitional stage until the 
League had had an opportunity 
of hearing Mr. Matsuoka’s de- 
fence of the creation of the 
infant state, It must be agreed 
that the League showed excep- 
tional forbearance in treating 
that piece of claim jumping with 
dignified disregard of its implied 
challenge and proceeded to dis- 
cuss the Lytton Report as if the 
recognition of Manchukuo by 
Japan had been an event dis- 
covered and not merely forecast. 
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Policy jn Manchuria has savour- 
ed of an uneasy truculence at 
which the League might well 
hhave taken offence, had it not 
kept steadfastly before it the 
all-important duty of coneflia- 
tion. “It has not been palatable 
to observe that measures pro- 
posed at one stage or another for 
the solution of the Manchurian 
issue have been constantly de- 
clared by Japan to be admirable 
but out of date, the anachronism 
being the direct result of 
Japanese action, taken with no 
sort of consideration for the 
convenience of the League. 
Excuse for this chain of de 
fiant diplomacy. has been fou 
in the extreme difficulty of the 
Japanese Goversiment’s position. 
‘That dificulty has consisted and 
still consists in the dominance of 
the Japanese War Office over 
Japanese national policy. And 
the War Office itself has been| 
handicapped by an apparent_in- 
lity to exert completely effec- 
tive control over the thrusting 
Propensities of its commanders 
in the field. ‘With this situation 
the League has not been able to 
grapple in an immediately re- 
Medial sense. Obviously that 
duty lies solely with Japan. The 
League, true to its function of| 
upholding the principles of the 
Covenant, has merely endeavour- 
ed to direct the course of the dis-| 
ctissions at Geneva with the hope’ 
‘of rendering Japan's position as| 
a member of the League and 
signatory of the Covenant as! 
comfortable as possible. There 
has been, within the League, no| 
talk of coercing Japan.

term. It does not refer solely to 
political, economic or cultural 
connections with other countries. 
Nor is it solely recorded in terms 
of diplomatic documents, treaties, 
protocols and agreements. During 
the past century China's foreign 
relations have been a strangely 
complex situation marked by the 
activities of foreigners of differ- 
ent preferences and lines of busi 
ness, Many of them have served 
China with a degree of loyalty 
and faithfulness akin to tl 

vice exacted by their own gov- 
ernments, Others may not have 
dignified these relations but they 
certainly illumined a century of 
history during which life in the 
treaty ports assumed the rough- 
and-ready character of the fron- 
tier days in the United States and 
the freebooting adventures of 
seaports whose reputations are! 
preserved in seafaring novels. 
China has been served by foreign 
engineers, scholars, diplomats, 
financiers, advisers ‘of in many 
capacities, soldiers, sailors and’ 
administrators in a way which 
redounds to their credit. There 
have been hot-tempered but faith- 
fal soldiera who helped her to 
fight her battles against anarehy, 
and quiet, business-like sailors 
who faithfully followed the Nel- 
son tradition in the reading of 
injudicious official instructions, 
and advisers who struggled with 
their own official representatives, 
The other side of the picture can 
safely be relegated to the history 
of bold, bad men who reformed, 
and lived the rest of their lives 
repentant, 

















‘A marble tablet in the parish 
chureh “at Bisham-on-Thames 
tells of one of these friends of 
China who did his work quietly 
and unostentatiously without any 
expectation of reward. It m: 
the memory of Admiral Edward 
W. Vansittart, who as Captain’ 
Vansittart, RN. commander of 
the H.M. sloop Bittern, helped in 
the suppression of piracy in tho 
Chinese seas in 1855. In view 
of the recent acts of piracy along 
the coast within a few miles of 
Shanghai his exploit is worth re- 
calling to fill in the details of the 
strange picture of China’s for~ 
eign relations. Captain Vansit-_ 
tart vanquished the worst. pirate 
f the China seas, the notorious 
‘Game Leg,” who at one time— 
1855—not ‘only dominated this| 
part of the coast and exacted re- 
gular tribute on the trade of 
Shanghai but became so power- 
ful that he controlled a pirate 
force 1,000 strong and his fleet 
of. scores of junks, carried an 
armament of nearly 200 guns. 
Captain, Vansittart himself, in. 
a despatch which should go down 
in’ history, testified that the 
“quantities of powder, stink-pots 
and shot, ete., found on board and 
destroyed was quite astonishing.” 
The plundering of a junk convey- 
ing two missionaries was the 
erowning insult to the safety of 
Shanghai trade that led Captai 
Vansittart to undertake his ex- 
pedition to the pirate stronghold 
at Shipy, south of Ningpo, its 
subsequent capture and the des- 
truction of the pirate fleet. Also, 
as a gallant sailor with knightly 
courtesy, he never failed a lady 
in distress, for he says in his des- 
patch that he decided on action 
after receiving information from 
Mr. Interpreter Meadows “4 
nouncing the jeopardy in which 
some Ladies were placed by the 
doings of these Villains.” 
































Capt. Vansittart, with the afd 
of the steamer Paoshan, proceed- 
ed to smash the pirate strong- 
hold and fleet. “Timing the tide, 
‘we entered the beautiful harbour| 
of Shipu,” he writes and not only 
Aispersed the pirate fleet of 22 
junks but silenced the guns 
ashore and landed a party to pur- 


ed city. The city was captured 
with few losses and the pirates| 
made prisoners to suffer a fate 
which the Chinese authorities re- 
served for them in those days— 
unless, of course, they recruited 
them into their own forees for| 
one man captured on a junk show- 
ed an official -pass and there was 
considerable wavering of opinion 
among the local officials as to 
whether he was pirate or honest. 
Capt. Vansittart with the Bitter 
then proceeded to examine the 
adjoining pirate-infested islands 
where similar doubts prevailled 
until a number of anchors were 
discovered and identified, one, 
marked ‘Tom Bowline, ' New- 
castle” telling the fate of some 
good English ship. Further 
operations against the pirates 
among the islands resulted in the 
obliteration of the fleet and the 
release of many captured junks 
with abundant cargo.” The 
British sailor was astounded at 
the determined nature of the 
pirates’ resistance and the curi- 
ous battery of guns on one junk 
which was loaded deep with’ coal 
so that the guns just peered over 
her with bales of cotton distri- 
buted between the muzzles. Capt. 
Vansittart visited many of the 
islands and was able to report 
that the operations “may have 
the effect of ridding the neigh- 
bourhood for the present of all 
smaller villains” while later he 
had the honour to inform the 
British Consul at Ningpo of the 
‘success that has attended our 
proceedings in following up 2 
squadron of well-armed Ningpo- 
rigged piratical boats” and the. 
apture of “Game Leg” himself, 
a man described as “lame in the 
leg long known as a chicf on 
board these smaller and most mis- 
lchievous piratieal craft.” Capt. 
Vansittart’s memory is revered| 
and in 1914 the eaat window at: 
Bisham-on-Thames was erected in 
place of one presefited by mer- 
chants of Shanghai in grateful 
commemoration of his distin- 
guished services, 

















A contrasting character is 
“Rebel Dick,” a relic of the fron-| 
tier daya of Shanghai, who never| 
earned -a stained glass window 
but should find a place as a 
breezy character in a romance of 
old Shanghai. “Rebel Dick” was a 
well-known figure on the Yangtze| 
80 or 40 years ago and if ever a| 
man repented it was probably he 
after an experience which show-| 
‘ed the path of rectitude. “Rebel

rebellion when both the Imperi- 
ialists and the rebels recruited 
foreigners. Ward and Gordon 
wore on the Imperial side: lesser: 
imown but equally adventurous! 
foreigners fought on the other 
side. With loot easy to be ob- 
tained and constituting the price 
of vietory, bold, bad characters 
were not ‘difficult to be found 
among the hardened sailing ship| 
crews. “Rebel Dick” joined the 
rebels in the peculiar role of a| 
leader for it was contended that| 
the side who could first laune 
the attack usually won. “Dick” 
served with the ‘Taipings 
throughout most-of the campaign| 
and was with the- force which 
advanced to within a few miles| 
of Tientsin, carrying everything! 
hefore them. 








Not being above the moral 
character of the motley band who 
served with the rebels, as “Dick” 
admitted, he shared in the loot. 
It was loot, loot, loot, up and 
down the countryside, "although 
it got him nothing. But let him 
tell his own story: 











Both officials and people held 
the Taipings in such abject terror| 
that they seldom tried to pat up 
a defence. The officials would be 
the first to run, closely fellowed 


the speee was. forthcoming and 
Wwe always got it. We had some! 
coolies with us to carry it in bags 
‘oF boxes, and often we would get 
more than would make @. cart 
Toad Tt'never did 'us-any good 
as i could not be carried along. 
The foree had to move quickly, 
and. the ‘money carriers lagged 
ehind, although closely guarded 
fand poked on with bayonets, and 
Sooner of later they failed to put 
invan appearance. 


Nemesis struck suddenly and| 
savagely, The Tientsin “pusich” 
was exhausted in the bitter 
northern cold and the Taipings 
retreated into Shantung. Near 
Chefoo “Rebel Dick” and 50 
others were cut off and taken 
prisoners by a squad of Imper- 
fal cavalry: 

We were carried before the 
Commandant of the forces, and 
four ease Was soon disposed of. 
We knew UM rule of the game, 
which was that every Taiping 
captured was immediately” exe- 
fated, and'we had not « word te 
say, "save “that my comrades 
spoke up for me pointing out 
thar was a foreigner, and if 
any Chinese official killed me he 
would get into trouble. All 
could do was to send ime to the 
nearest. “Consul. Our’ hand 
were tied behind our backs: 
Were set out in'a long row, three 
paces” between cach, kneeling 
twith our necks extended, and 
‘was placed at the end of the row. 
Then a couple of execationers 
came ‘forwatd carrying their 

chastly knives done up in red 
cloth.” They were. long-handled, 

heavy cleavers.. ‘They took. man 
about, and smacked off the hea 
most ‘expeditiously. 7 thought 

‘was time for me to think on my 

sins, but I could not do it for 

watching out of the corner of 
my eye how the heads were 
falling and counting how many 
more there were before it became 
my turn, This was an experi- 
ence which cared me of all de- 
sire for loot or further fighting. 

When it came “Rebel Dick's” 
turn for execution the Imperial 
commander halted the execution- 
er and proceedings ceased. He 
was informed he would be taken 
to Shanghai and-to get him there 
the Chinese thrust him in’a sinall 
cage made of poles and carried 
him all the way overland. At 
every village through which he 
passed the villagers would sur- 
round the cage and poke him with 
sticks to make him whistle, for 
it was a source of great amuse- 
ment for the Chinese to hear such 
a marvellous achievement, As a 
whistler his services were 0 a 
claimed that he had to whistle 
for a short time before he was 
given a meal. Arriving at 
Shanghai, he was taken before 
the Consul who released him, con- 
sidering that he had already 
suffered enough agony to punish 
him for his crime of assisting 
the rebels. For some years he 
commanded a small Chinese 
steamer on the Yangtze and re- 
galed passengers of his experi- 
ences in a stage of China's for- 
eign relations left only now for 
the historian and the romancer.
